Winnipeg, Jan. 7.-The municipal- 
ity of Montgomery, peopled by Scan- 
dinavian and German families who 
settled there 30 years ago, has been 
awarded first prize in the Canadian 

National Railways Community Prog- 
ress competitions for communities of 
European origin in Alberta, accord- 
ing to an announcement made Frt- 
‘day by Dr. W. J. Black, director of 
colonization and agriculture for the 
'C.N.R. 

Last year this municipality placed 
second and the splendid community 
activities evident to the judges in 
1931 have been developed further 
in such directions as beautification 
‘of rural school grounds, organiza- 
tion of district playgrounds, devel 
opment of junior farm clubs, and 
the construction of a hospital in 
conjunction with the city of We 
taskiwin. The expense of this latter 
undertaking will be borne equally be- 
tween Wetaskiwin and the muiiicipal- 
ity of Montgomery.

CALGARY’S VAULTS HOLDING 
FUNDS UNDER GUARD 


Calgary, Jan. 5.—The city of Cal- 
gary virtually became its own bank- 
er last night. 

Fighting the exchange payment 
situation and the struggle to obtain 
$750,000 credit to maintain city  ser- 
vices pending tax collections, civic 
Officials kept tax prepayments in 
city hall vaults under strong guard, 
sending tothe bank only sufficient 


funds to meet obligations immedi- 
ately due. 

Formal application to force the 
Bank of Montreal to extend the 


three-quarters of a million dollars 
in credit was taken by Mayor Andy 
Davison yesterday, but last night 
the question was still undecided 
and the bank remained adamant in 
refusal to provide credit unless the 
city pay $300,000 in United States 
exchange charges in meeting de- 
benture payments in excess. of 
$2,000,000. 

Loyalty of taxpayers was — again 
demonstrated during the. day when 
tax prepayments of $185,000 yester- 
day was increased to $222,976.72, 
far in excess-of the two-day total 
1ast year.

BRITISH BILL FOR 
SOCIAL SERVICES IN 1933 


London, Jan. 4.—Public social ser- 
vices are expected this financial year 
to roll up a bill of over $2,000,000,000. 
Chief expenditures are on unemploy- 
ment insurance, health insurance, 
widows’, orphans’ and old age contrib- 
utory pensions, war pensions and edu- 
cation. 

And, in spite of economy budgets, 
the burden on the shoulders of the 
British taxpayer falls with increas- 
ing severity. The economy measures 
of a year ago brought to an end the 
system of paying unemployment 
doles out of borrowed money. Rates 
‘of benefit were reduced. Rates of 
‘contribution by _employer and em- 
ployed alike were increased.

. FINANCE RELIEF 


Regina, Jan. 5. — Approximately 
$16,000,000 is out on loan by the pro- 
vincial farm loan board. 

Elimination of interest for one year 
therefore, as announced by Premier 
J. T. M. Anderson, in a radio address 
Wednesday night, will mean a direct 
loss to the government of slightly 
more than $1,000,000. The interest 
rate as fixed. by statute is 614 per 
cent, 

Then there will be the additional 
loss through the government’s policy 
of applying the 1932 interest pay- 
ments that were made to reduction of 
principal. That amount has not been 
computed but it will not be large.

CLEAR AFFECTED BONE 


Lacombe, Jan. 7.—Maggots came to 
the rescue of a young girl of this dis- 
trict recently, who had been suffer- 
ing for some months from tubercu- 
losis of the knee. 

She was received by Dr. Henry 
into the new hospital at Bentley. 
And after securing permission from 
Ottawa, he sent to New York for 
maggots. They arrived in a small 
container, in which was a_ beef 
preparation. Five groups of these 
creatures were applied to the knee, 
where they appear to have made 
a thorough job in removing infec- 
tion after six weeks’ treatment. 

The little girl still needs further 
attention to enable her to bend the 
knee freely. It is claimed that this 
is the first time any such treatment 
was ever used in western Canada, 
and those concerned are being con- 
gratulated.

RELEASE ON BAIL 


HOTLY PROTESTED 


Breton, Jan. 7. — Tense feeling 
which shook this district over the 
release of a man who had _ been 
awaiting trial on a serious charge 
of assault against a girl of eight 
years, and his return from Edmon- 
ton, where he had been held, to the 
scene of his alleged crime two miles 
north of here has abated. 

But when the news of his release 
spread through the district, it re- 
sulted in a gathering of 70 adults 
here at 9:00 p.m. Thursday night. 
So tense was the feeling of indig- 


nation that grave trouble was _ fear- 
ed. One husky lumberjack had 
brought a rope along. There was 
no rowdyism however, and a mass 


meeting was held in the community 
hall to discuss the situation. 

A telegram to the attorney-gen- 
eral was drafted, urging that the 
suspect be taken back into Custody 
immediately for his own safety and 
to avoid inevitable consequences. 
Later, this was followed by a peti- 
tion, signed by close to 100 persons. 


attorney-general’s 
department brought the statement 
that. accused having been properly 
released on bail, could not be again 
taken into custody unless he wished 
to surrender himself or unless his 
Hondsman surrendered him to. of- 
ficers of the law. It was also stated 
that in view of these facts when 
the telegram of protest was received, 
the R. C. M. P. at Breton had been 
communicated with.

Gordon East, the secretary of the 
Tuxis and Trail Ranger Boys’ Par- 
liament of Alberta, was the principal 
speaker at the Kiwanis Club on Tues- 
day evening, and he gave a very inter- 
esting and comprehensive report of 
the legislation dealt with at the ses- 
sion held in Calgary a few days ago. 
The organization was started in 1912 
by Taylor Statton with the Canadian 
Standard Efficiency Test. In 1914 a 
manual for Tuxis and Trail Ranger 
boys was published, and a new man- 
ual is now being prepared. The pro- 
gram of development is  four-fold— 


intellectual, physical, social and re- 
ligious—and is Dominion wide, and 
‘the United States and England are 


asking for it. It is training for Cana- 
dian citizenship. The subjects dis- 
cussed at parliament were varied, in- 
cluding world brotherhood in its re- 
lations to the world, and this could 
not ¢ome about without disarma- 
ment; finance, continuance of liter- 
ary supplies, badge work, leadership, 
amendments. to the parliament act, as 
well as current problems, unemploy- 
ment and technocracy. Plans _ for 
Camp Tuxis were worked out, and the 
official organ “Our Second Miler,” 
was reorganized. Three broadcasts 
on important subjects were arranged 
for. It is felt that the youths of to- 
day must be made better than the 
youths of the past and they must be 
taught to think fast to cope with mod- 
ern conditions.

MACHINES COUNT 
CENSUS FIGURES 


Ottawa, Jan. 7.—Machines, invent- 
ed and made in Canada, that do the 
work of hundreds of clerks with in- 
human accuracy are aiding in the 
commutation of Canada’s 1931 census 
and making it the most complete an- 
alysis of population ever attempted 
in this country. 

Three years of experimentation 
in a tiny workshop at the dominion 
bureau of statistics by A. E. Thorn- 


ton, mechanical superintendent and 
his assistant, F. Bellisle, led to the 
building of the verifier and - the 
tabulator, the most elaborate and 
efficient counting machines and 
the only ones of their kind in the 


world. 

The verifier detects mistakes in 
punched cards and the tabulator 
counts 240 different facts under 20 
heading from the same _ punched 
cards at 245 cards a minute. It not 
only counts the facts on the cards 
but sorts them into grours so they 
can be run through again and all 
the information cross-classified. 

Each card describes a resident of 
Canada with a hole punched to in- 


dicate his race, religion, age, con- 
jugal condition and a dozen other 
things about him. 

The cards are now running 
through for the fourth time. Each 
run gives a_ new cross-classification 
and they may have six or seven

‘sulting in a severe earache. The most 


commen of such occurrences is asso- 
ciated with headtcolds. When a young 
child who is suffering from a cold in 
the head is particularly distressed 
and cries bitterly, the reason may be 
that there is inflammation in the mid- 
dle ear. ; 
Communicable diseases, such as 
scarlet fever, measles and diphther- 
ia, often give rise to middle ear in- 
fection in the same manner. The fre 
quent occurrence of earaches  sug- 
gests some abnormal condition of the 
throat or nose, such as adenoids, dis- 
eased tonsils and infected sinuses. ,, 
We stress the importance of ear- 
ache as a symptom, because prompt 
treatment of earaches may prevent 
the spread of the disease to the inner 


to be removed by pouring something 
into the ear. The external ear may 
also ache. In children, the external 
canal may be injured by the mother 
who is over-particular in cleaning her 
child’s ears. Children’s earg should 
not be pulled, or boxed, or poked at; 
real and serious harm may _ result 
from these practices. 

The nose, mouth and throat of a 
child should be healthy. The child 
should breathe through his nose. The 
nose should never be compressed 
when it is being cleared. Colds are to 
be treated as serious conditions. Ear- 
aches need prompt and proper atten- 
tion if serious conditions are to be 
avoided and hearng preserved.

Cut with floured 
cutter. Bake in hot oven (420° F.)

Rice Krisple Macaroons 

2 egg whites, 1 cup sugar, 2 cups 
rice krispies, 4% cup nutmeats, 1 cup 
cocoanut, % teaspoon vanilla extract. 

Beat egg whites until they are stiff 
enough to hold their shape but not 
until they lose their shiny appear- 
ance. Fold in sugar carefully. Fold 
in rice krispies, nutmeats and cocoa- 
nut. Add vanflla. Drop on a_ well 
greased baking sheet. Bake in a 
modearte oven (350° F.) about 15 to 
20 minutes. Remove pans from oven, 
place on damp towel and remove 
macaroons immediately with a spat- 
ula or sharp knife. If macaroons be- 
come hardened to pan, they may be 
put in the oven for a few minutes to 
soften. 

Note: A standard measuring table- 
spoon which has a round bowl may 
be used for shaping the macaroons. 
This insures a regular shape and bet- 
ter appearance. Hither brown’ or 
white sugar may be used.

GOLD IS GOLD, BUT 
U.S. DOLLAR BETTER 


American gold is as good as gold 
in Canada, but American paper cash 
is much better. 

A citizen of the United States, vis- 
iting a bank here, learned that he 
would have been’ wiser to fill his 
pockets with bills before leaving 
home, instead of loading them down 
with gold pieces. It would have sav- 
ed him a lot of money. 

He walked into the bank and laid 
on the counter some American bank 
notes, some silver dollars, and some 
$5 gold pieces. 

Mor every dollar bill, he got $1.19 
in ‘Canadian money. For every dollar 
in silver he got $1.08. For every dol- 
lar in gold he got a dollar in Cana- 
dian currency—just that and nothing 
more. 

He protested what he termed the 
discrimination against gold in favor 
of paper, but the banker explained: 
“Your gold pieces are worth no more 
to us than Canadian ggld pieces of 
the same face value. We will give $5 
in Canadian bills for a Canadian $5 


gold piece, and we can give no more 
for an American gold piece of the 
same amount.” 

“But I thought you were paying a 
premium on gold?” 

"On raw gold from the mines,’ re- 
plied the banker. 

“And by the way,” added the bank- 
er, “you will have to leave the gold 
here now, because it is illegal to take 
gold out of Canada without a govern- 
ment license.” ' 

The saddest blow of all will come 
when the American returns to his 
own country. That’s when he will 
feel the loss. For every $5 gold piece 
he brought into Canada, he got $5 in 
Canadian paper money. When he ex- 
changes that for American money he 
will get considerably less than $5— 
the discount rates being as they are. 
—High River Times. 

CREAMERY BUTTER OUTPUT 
20,850,000 POUNDS IN YEAR 


A decrease of about nine per cent 
in the creamery butter production 
of the province for the year 1932 in 
comparison with the previous year, 
is recorded in the preliminary state- 
ment of dairy production for the 
past year issued by the provincial 
dairy branch. The preliminary es- 
timate for 1932 shows a total of 
20,850,000 pounds compared with the 
all-time reord of last year of 22,- 
957,000 pounds. 

There ¢ was, however, a consider- 
able increase in the manufacture of 
cheese, the preliminary 1932 figure 
showing a total of 1,435,000 pounds 
compared with 1,040,588 pounds for 
1931. 

The total value of all dairy prod- 
ucts, of course, shows a very heavy 
decline owing chiefly to the low 
price levels reached during the year 
and partly to the smaller number of 
cows milked-:during the year. The 
total value estimated for 1932 is 


placed at $11,650,000, compared with’ of their value and 21 per cent debts 


$15,750,000, a decrease of about 26 
per cent and the lowest value figure 
shown since 1913.

In order to bring these a 
little more to the attention of the 
public a request has been made that 
they be touched upon through the 
medium of the Representative for the 
benefit of its readers. 

There were some five _ resolutions 
passed at the meeting. One had to do 
with the depreciation of the Canad- 
ian dollar to the level of the English 
pound sterling, the general object of 
which is more or less familiar to the 
most of people. 

Another of the resolutions passed 
was in reference to a wheat bonus for 
the production of the 1932 crop. 


Adjustment of debts resting on 
farm lands was urged in a resolution 
passed that “in the opinion of this 
meeting the time has arrived when the 
position of the debt encumbered far- 
mers demands ‘meliorative legisia- 
tion and this meeting urges the feder- 
al and provincial governments to ex- 
ercise their offices to the fullest ex- 
tent to bring about an adjustment of 


farm debts from time to time both as! 


to principal and interest commensur- 
ate with the fall in value of farm 
products on the one hand and with 
the increase in the buying power of 
money on the other, so that the orig- 
inal relationship as between the 
amount of debts and the prices of 
farm products shall be restored and 
may continue until the debts are dis- 
charged.” 

In another resolution the meeting 
declared itself in favor of the imme 
diate adoption of a thorough going 
moratorium by the provincial govern- 
ment, and in another endorsed the ac- 
tion of the Rumsey farmers in: declar- 
ing themselves in favor of a farmers’ 
strike, and instructed the chairman to 
appoint a committee to study the 
pein of such action in this dis- 


‘sure that

We are richer in our sense of mut- 
ual independence.

Canadian Born 


Latest census returns are assem- 
bled by the Calgary Herald to give 
information on the facts regarding 
Alberta. 

The average farmer of Alberta is 
70 per cent British born; he farms 
400 acres; he owns 7% horses; 11 
pigs, and 1-50th of a mule; he values 
his land and buildings at $6,803. 


One fact of particular interest aris- 
ing from the latest census returns is 
that 70 per cent of the rural people 
of Alberta are British born. In this 
province there are 453,097 people liv- 
ing outside cities and towns. Of 
these 311,256 were born under the 
British flag, and 141,841 were foreign 
born. 

Fifty-eight per cent of Alberta's 
farm people are native sons and 
daughters of Canada; and a full 45 
per cent of our country citizens first | 
saw the light of day under = 


| 


skies. The proportions of rural folk 
who hail from the British Isles are as 
follows: 6.3 pe? cent from England 
1 per cent from Ireland, 2.6 per cent 
from Scotland and 5 per cent from 
Wales. 


The foreign-born rural population 
has come from 26 stated countries. 
United States leads with a contribu- 
tion of 65,824 rural settlers in Alber- 
ta. No other province in Canada has/j 
provided a home for as many former 
U.S.A. people as Alberta has. 

The average value per farm is $5,- 
393 for land, and $1,410 for buildings. 
To secure this information the cen- 
sus-takers asked the farmer what hig 
place would sell for “under Ordinery | 
circumstances and not at a forced 
sale,” 

The average farm mortgage in AIl- 


berta is $3,162, with a total of. $108,- 
000,000. 

The average Alberta farm provides 
a home for 4% people, and in most 
instances there is enough livestock 
around the place to keep all hands 
busy. There are 732,000 horses on 79,- 
000 farms in the province. Converse- 
ly, 18,000 Alberta farms reported no 
horses! In the province there are 
446,765 milk cows, and 689,851 beef 
animals; a.bovine population of. .1,- 
136,616. The province of Alberta 
boasts considerably more than the 
combined sheep populations of Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba, the total 
here ‘being 789,000, on 6,783 farms. 
There are 1,063,000 pigs in Alberta, 
on 53,800 farms. Seventy-two thous- 
and Alberta farms keep more than 
nine million head of poultry. And, 
yes, we have some mules; 1,932 of 
them, on 756 farms.
